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OF THE 


CITY AND SUBURBS OF SYDNEY. 
For the Year 1888. 


The Government Statistician to The Honorable the Colonial 
Secretary. 


THE population of the city and suburbs of Sydney at the close of the year 1888, 
numbered 366,684, while that of the Colony was about 1,085,356 ; the numbers at 
the close of the previous year were 350,866 and 1,042,919 respectively, showing 
an increase of 15,818 persons in the metropolitan district, and 42,437 in the whole 
Colony. The great tendency of population to congregate in large cities finds a 
marked illustration in the history of this Colony. At the census of 1871 the 
proportion of metropolitan residents was 26°73 per cent. of the whole community ; 
ten years later the percentage was 29°40. and for the past year 33°78. The 
phenomenon of more than one-third of the population of a territory embracing 
310,700 square miles being located within the boundaries of the principal city is 
certainly remarkable, but it is one which is common to the principal members of 
the Australasian group. Of the Victorian population estimated at 1,090,869 on 
the 31st December last, 437,785 were resident in Melbourne, and in South 
Australia 115,380 persons, out of a total population of 313,065 were to be found 
in Adelaide, giving in the former a percentage of 40°13, and in the latter case of 
36°85. A similar tendency towards undue growth is displayed in most civilized 
countries, but in no other part of the world is the accumulation of population 


proportionately so great as in these Colonies. 


_ The number of persons residing within the confines of the city was 127,449, and 
in the suburbs 239,235, so that the suburban population is now nearly twice as 
numerous as that of the city. In 1870 the city population was 75,493, and that 
of the suburbs 59,085, and in 1877 the estimated number of residents in each 
division was practically the same, namely about 91,000; since the last mentioned 
year however the suburbs have added 147,918 to their population, while the city

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has only increased by 36,414. The estimated population of each portion of the 
metropolis is shown in the following table :—

The population for the city exhibits but very slight increase for the past few 
years, while that of the suburbs has increased on an average about 9°26 per cent. 
during each year since 1881. 


Density oF Porutnarion. 


The area of the metropolitan district incorporated is nearly 120 square miles, or 
76,417 acres, so that the average density of population is 4:7 persons per acre. 
The most densely populated district is Darlington, with 83-2 persons per acre. 
The city comes next with 471 per acre; Redfern following with 46:3: Paddington, 
41:1; Macdonaldtown 38°9 ; Balmain, 38°6; Newtown, 36°7, and the Glebe, 30°4 
per acre. Moore Park is within the city boundary, but, being on the border, it is 
practically as available to Redfern, Waterloo, Paddington and other suburbs as it 
is to the city itself.. Leaving this large reserve, therefore, out of view, when 
calculating the density of population in Sydney, the estimate per acre is 57-6, 
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The following table shows the area and population per acre in each of the municipal 
divisions, at the middle of 1888 :—

The area of land permanently dedicated for public recreation in the metropolis 
comprises 2,981 acres (776 acres in the city, and 2,205 in the suburbs), equal 
to about one twenty-fifth of the total extent of the district, which must cer- 
tainly be looked upon as a very liberal provision for the maintenance of publle 
health, especially as there are other extensive reservations for the same purpose 
outside the immediate boundaries of Sydney. Nevertheless, in view of the 
fact that a large portion of the suburbs is still unsupplied with underground 
sewers, and still use cesspits, the density of population shown in the preceding 
table must be a source of danger to the general health of the community. It has 
never yet been satisfactorily established how many persons may, without danger 
to their own health or that of their neighbours, occupy any given area, it must, 
however, be apparent, that an average of from thirty to fifty persons cannot live 
upon one acre of ground, and maintain good health, unless provision be made to 


prevent sewerage and other offensive matters flowing oyer the surface of the 
* Not including Moore Park, the density is 57°6, 
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ground and along channels exposed to the action of the sun. Yet, such is the 
condition of a not inconsiderable portion of the leading suburbs of Sydney. 


SEWERAGE AND WATER SUPPLY. 


It would appear from information supplied by the Sewerage Department that 
outside the city none of the suburbs have a complete sewerage system, but 
Paddington, Woollahra, Randwick, The Glebe, Redfern, Darlington, Camperdown, 
Alexandria, and Waterloo are partially sewered, while the remaining suburbs 
ineluding many populous districts are destitute of a proper system of sanitation- 
In regard to water supply, matters are in a much more satisfactory condition, and 
it is only the most remote municipalities, such as Botany, Hurstville, Kogarah, 
Rockdale, Canterbury, Five Dock, North Willoughby, and Manly, that are 
at present unsupplied with water from the Nepean system. ‘The average daily 
consumption of water in that portion of the metropolis supplied from the Nepean 
is now about 9,000,000 gallons, or 26 gallons per head, but a very large increase 
in the consumption must be expected. If the experience of the important cities 
of the United States may be taken as a guide, the quantity of water used in 
Sydney per individual will in a few years be at least twice the present consump- 
tion. The report on the water supply of New York by J. T. Fanning, C.E, shows 
that the daily consumption in that city, in 1850, was 50,000,000 gallons, and that 
seventeen years later the consumption was doubled; the amount consumed per 
capita rising from 60 to 90 gallons a day, bearing out the general experience that 
an increase in the supply available tends to increase the demand. The following 
information concerning the water supply of some of the more important cities in 
the States is from the Annual Statistician :—

The cost of the Nepean scheme for supplying Sydney and Suburbs with water 
has, up to the end of last vear, amounted to £2,133,000. The sum previously 
expended, in years gone by, on the Botany water supply, which met the require- 


ments of the city for such a lengthened period, was £1,720,000. 


DoMICILIATION. 


A census of the houses is obtained from the various municipalities after the 
close of the municipal year, which, for the suburbs, isin February. For the year 
1888 the estimated number of houses was 21,437 for the city, Aad 47,885 for the 
suburbs, in all 69,322. From information to hand concerning most of the suburbs 
it would appear that out of 36,049 houses, 3,235, though fit for occupation 
were not tenanted, giving an average of nearly 9 per cent. of unoccupied honeeel 


At the census of 1881, there were 23,057 houses in the suburbs, not ineludine 
o 
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those in course of erection, of which 1,147, or 5 per cent. were empty ; so that the 
number and proportion of uninhabited houses has largely increased since the year 
named, showing that although there has been a very rapid increase of population, 
the house accommodation has increased still more quickly. Within the boundaries 
of the city the proportion of untenanted houses is not so great ; according to the 
last census it was 3°8 per cent. or, in other words, 657 vacant houses out of a total 
of 17;383. 


MARRIAGES. 


*) 


During the year there were 3,527 marriages in the metropolis, of which 1,925° 
were contracted in the city, and 1,602 in the suburbs. The numbers during the 
different quarters of the year were as follows :—

While these figures show the small increase of 14 on the number of the previous 
year, the record is 242 behind that of L886, and the proportion of persons marrying 
per 1,000 is less than in any year since 1872. It may be broadly affirmed that the 
marriage rate depends chiefly upon two circumstances—the number of marriageable 
males and the prosperity of the community. Little change can be said to have 
taken place in the number of males of marriageable age during the past few years, 
and it therefore may be assumed that the commercial depression which prevailed 
In this and some of the other colonies has prevented the contraction of marriages 
which otherwise might have been expected. The following are the numbers of 
marriages, together with the marriage rates for the past ten years :—

From the subsequent table it will be seen that 3,240 marriages were celebrated 
by clergy of various denominations, and 287 by registrars, giving the proportion of 
religious marriages as 91°86 per cent., and of civil marriages 8°14 per cent. Mar- 
riage ceremonies performed by clergy of the Church of England far exceeded 
those of any other denomination, numbering 1,470 as against 1,462 in the previous 
year. Roman Catholic marriages numbered 515, while in 1887 there were 509. 
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Congregational marriages come next with 481 for 1888 against 487 in the previous 
year. Presbyterian marriages numbered 325 in 1888, and 349 in 1887; and 
Wesleyan 240 and 238 respectively. Judged by the number of professed adherents 
marriages were proportionately far more numerous amongst the Congregational- 
ists than in any other denomination, and least numerous amongst Roman Catholies.

In a former 
table it will be found that out of 7,054 persons married.in 1888 only 194 were 
unable to write their names in the registers ; of these ninety-two were males and 
102 females.

The number of minors who were unable to write was only 11, or 1°5 per cent. 
of the minors married, while the percentage of persons of full age was 2°9. This 
is a circumstance worthy of note, as the minors married were presumably for the 
most part natives of the Colony, and may be taken as strong evidence that the 
Education system, which has been in force for twenty-three years, is rapidly 
reducing the residuum of illiteracy still found in the community, to the smallest 
dimensions. 


BIRTHS. 


The number of births registered in the metropolis during 1888 was 13,707, 
being 287 in excess of the births of the previous year. The numbers for each 
quarter of the year were :—

The number of children born in the city is steadily declining, and the births 
were fewer during the past than in any year since 1888. Of the births in the 
city 263 (142 males, 121 females) occurred in public institutions, the majority 
of such births being illegitimate. The number of children born in the suburbs 
during the year 1888 exceeded that of any previous year, although the rate per 
thousand shows a considerable decline. The following are the numbers born, and 
the birth-rates for ten years :—

This proportion was 
somewhat below the average of the previous ten years, which was as 104 to 100.

There were no triplets, but one ease of four at a birth occurred at St. Peters, 
Cook’s River—one boy and three girls, all of whom died shortly after birth. The 
total number of confinements recorded during 1888 was 13,557; it follows, 
therefore, that one mother in every 92 gave birth to twins. 


ILLEGITIMACY. 

A considerable increase is to be found in the number of illegitimate births in 
both Sydney and suburbs during 1888, the total reaching 1,047, as compared with 
873 in the previous year.

The number of illegitimate births occurring in the metropolis has steadily 
increased for many years past, both absolutely and as compared with the total births. 
The greater number of cases occur in the city and are due to the accouchements at 
the Benevolent Asylum. ‘There are no grounds for supposing that all the women 
confined at the Asylum were previously residents of the city, on the contrary 
there is good reason to surmise that their number was largely drawn from the 
suburbs, and perhaps from the country. In the following figures, therefore, the 
percentage cf illegitimacy is given for the whole metropolis, and not for the 
divisions of city and suburbs as in other cases. The foilowing were the numbers 
and proportions of illegitimate births for the past eighteen years.

The number of illegitimate children born as shown in the ee ee is certainly 
very large and is a matter of serious importance to the state. The impecunious 
condition of most of the mothers necessitating their unfortunate offspring remaining 
a burden on the general community for many years ; and it is from the ranks of 
such that state children are largely recruited. Out of the 1,047 illegitimate births 
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in the metropolis 218 took place in the Benevolent Asylum. The numbers of

STILL-BIRTHS. 

Still-births are not registered in this Colony consequently their number is not 
known. These births are recorded in most European continental countries, 
’ though not in England; but the desirability of having still-births registered has 
long been acknowledged, both as a precaution against malpractice and as a matter 


of statistical interest. 


DEATHS. 


The number of deaths in the metropolis during 1888 was 6,258, viz:—3,414 of 
males and 2,844 of females, while the births during the same period numbered 
6,942 of males and 6,765 of females, in all 18,707. There was therefore an excess 
of births over deaths amounting to 7,449, or 3,528 males and 3,921 females. This 
excess is less than that shown by the previous year, for although the births of 
1888 exceeded those of 1887 by 287 the deaths also were more numerous by 712. 
The record of 1887 as regards the natural increase to the population by excess of 
births over deaths, was therefore more favourable than that of last year; but at 
the same time it was probably more favourable in that respect than for any year 
since observations were first made. The numbers of deaths that occurred in the 
city and suburbs during the year 1888 were as follows :—

The year which has just closed was, if judged by the average deaths, much more 
healthy than usually experienced; and the years 1886 and 1887 were also very 
favourable ones. The oecurrence in succession of three years of unusually light 
death-rate taken in conjunction with the fact that these years were very opposite 
in their meteorological conditions, points to the probability that certain cireum- 
stances militating against the health of the community, have been materially modi- 
fied. The most important change in the conditions of the metropolis during the 
last three years has been the rapid extension of the water supply to the suburbs ; 
and it is by no means improbable that the abundant supply of good water which is 
now availabie has directly and favourably re-acted on the public health. The death- 
rate of the city has greatly improved during recent years, and now stands below 
that of the suburbs ; and although the increase in the death-rate of the latter has 
received a check during the past two years it is still higher than the natural 
advantages of situation which many suburbs enjoy would warrant. Comparing 
the metropolis as a whole with the country districts of the Colony it will be found 
that the mean rate of deaths per thousand of the population was during the last 
seventeen years in the case of the former 20°49, while in the latter districts it was 
only 13:29. Nor will the comparison appear more favourable if the ages of the 
persons who died be made an element of comparison, as will be gathered from the 
following figures :— peer es |

There are certainly conditions, inseparable from city life, unfavourable to health 
which do not obtain in the country, and to which part of the great difference 
displayed by the above table may be traced. But even when ample allowance is 
made on this score, it will be seen that the death-rate of the metropolis is unduly 
swollen, especially by the deaths of children of tender years. And this will appear 
the more obvious when it is borne in mind that over a large area of the country 
districts, medical assistance, in case of sickness, is very difficult to be obtained, 
and the ordinary comforts which are necessaries in Sydney, are too often not 
procurable for the treatment of the sick in districts remote from the towns. 


LOCALITIES WHERE DEATHS OCCURRED. 


The highest death-rates were in the north-western and west central suburbs. 
North Shore presents the most favourable record, the rate being less than 
in the city itself. But while the death-rate of the suburbs, as a whole, is higher 
than that of the city, the birth-rate is also higher, so that the excess of births over 
deaths is much larger in the former than in the latter ; and as a higher birth-rate, 
and an increase in the mortality of infants usually go together, here is to be found 
the primary reason for the death-rate of the suburbs exceeding that of the city. 
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Reference to the following table will show how much higher the birth-rate was in 
each of the suburban divisions than in Sydney. For purposes of comparison, the 
municipalities have been grouped in districts, and tbe population and rates of 
births and deaths have been given for these districts as a whole. It would have 
been better to have dealt with each suburb separately, but such was not possible, 
as it was not until several months of the year had elapsed that the arrangements with 
the registrars admitted of the deaths in all suburbs being separately distinguished. 
Besides this the population of every municipality is not accurately known, and 
an error of a few hundred in the estimated population, while it would not affect 
to any appreciable degree the rates for the group, would materially throw out the 
rate of any individual suburb in which it occurred. Before estimating the death- 
rates of these divisions, however, the deaths in public institutions have been — 
eliminated, as their inclusion would upset any comparison of the districts in which 


they are located with other districts.

Including in the general total all births and deaths that occurred in pubhe 
institutions the birth-rate of the metropolis was 38°20 and the death-rate 17 “44, 
showing the natural increase to the population during the year by the excess of 
births over deaths to be 20°76 per thousand living. 


The deaths in public institutions, which numbered 1,071, form over 17 per cent. 
of the total mortality during the year, and were more numerous in both Sydney 
and suburbs than in 1886 or 1887. The following are the numbers and the 
institutions in which they took place:—In Sydney Hospital, 354; St. Vincent’s 
Hospital, 64; Sydney Gaol, 15; Lunatic Reception House, 7; and Benevolent 
Asylum, 133. Totalin the city, 573. At the Lunatic Asylum, Callan Park, 
Leichhardt, 57 ; Children’s Hospital, Glebe, 33; Prince Alfred Hospital, Camper- 
down, 281; Coast Hospital, Little Bay, 101; Infants’ Home, Ashfield, 24; and 
Quarantine Station, North Head, Manly, 2. Total in the suburbs, 498. 
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CLASSIFICATION OF DEATHS. 


Diseases of the local class occasioned the greatest number of deaths in the city, 
viz :-—988, or 45°63 per cent. of the total; the following were the most prominent 
causes of deaths:—Inflammation of the brain, 38 ; apoplexy, 59; paralysis, 24; 
convulsions, 91; heart disease, 159; bronchitis, 91; pneumonia, 87 ; dentition, 
46; enteritis, 66; liver disease, 45; and Bright’s disease, 29, Next follows the 
constitutional class, 15°86 per cent., in which the primary were :—Phthisis, 190 ; 
tabes mesenterica, 35 ; and cancer, 56. The proportion from specifie febrile or 
zymotic diseases was 13°68 per cent., measles, 39; scarlet fever, 17: diphtheria, 
19; typhoid, enteric fever, 50; cholera, 19; diarrhoea, 100 ; dysentery, 7; and 
syphilis, 26. Of deaths from developmental diseases (5°27 per cent.), 67 were from 
premature birth, 17 from malformations, and 30 from old age. The percentage 
from dietetic diseases was 2°22 including intemperance 37. In the ill-defined class 
(610 per cent.) the deaths of 113 infants were set down to atrophy, debility, 
inanition. In the suburbs also, local diseases claim the largest number of victims, 
1,787, or 43°64 per cent. of the aggregate having succumbed to diseases in this 
class. The primary were :—Inflammation of the brain, 73; apoplexy, 59; paralysis, 
31; msanity, 26; epilepsy, 80; convulsions, 161; diseases of the spinal cord, 24; 
heart disease, 209; croup, 66; bronchitis, 142; pneumonia, 188; congestion of the 
lungs, 33; dentition, 81; enteritis, 253; diseases of the liver, 70; and Bright’s 
disease, 56. The proportion from specific, febrile, or zymotic diseases was 18 46 
per cent., ard included, amongst others, 2 from small-pox (these occurred at the 
Quarantine Station, North Head) ; 84 from measles; 54 from scarlet fever ; 120 
from diphtheria; 132 from typhoid, enteric fever; 80 from cholera; 252 from 
diarrhea; 21 from dysentery; and 20 from syphilis. Of constitutional diseases, 
17°83 per cent., the principal fatal cases were :—371 from phthisis; 80 from tabes 
mesenterica; 119 from cancer; 61 from hydrocephalus; and 35 from tuberculosis. 
Developmental diseases gave 5°76 per cent.; premature birth, 127; malforma, 
tions, 26; and old age, 83. Dietetic diseases, 1 per cent., the most prominent 
being intemperance, of which there were 22 aval) eases: TT Aetned causes of 
death, 9:21 per cent., included 363 from atrophy, debility, and inanition. 


On comparing the Metropolitan death-roll of 1888 with the of FSI it al be 
found that there was a considerable increase in the numbers of deaths from various 
diseases. It is most noticeable in the mortality from zymotic diseases, which rose 
from 840 to 1,052: for while typhoid fever declined from 191 to 182 and whooping- 
cough from 43 to 4, measles increased from we to re A cap from 44 to 
71; diphtheria, 62 to 139; cholera, 18 to 49 ; ee to 352; and (SMO 
18 to 28. From constitutional diseases there were 1,073 BETS as Sa se with 
957 in the vear before, the most prominent increases being arene at mee rose 
from 143 to 175, and from phthisis, 513 to 561. The deaths from local diseases 
numbered 2,775, or 183 more than in 1887 ; and here the increase Fn MB 
in the mortality from diseases of the respiratory ene a enteritis ; the fatal 
cases of croup rose from 45 to 93; of bronchitis, 216 to 233; pneumonia, 194 to

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PREVALENT DISEASES: 


It is generally accepted that deaths from zymotic or febrile diseases are to a 
large extent preventible, and could with a perfect sanitary system be considerably 
lessened. Miasmatie diseases, to which children are mostly liable, occasioned a 
large number of deaths; measles prevailed throughout the whole of the year, but 
especially in the summer months; and the deaths from diphtheria and scarlet 
fever were also numerous, the majority occurring in the suburbs. From the 
diseases just mentioned, the city record was as follows :—Measles 39, diphtheria 
19, and scarlet fever 17; and the suburban :—Measles, 84, diphtheria 120, and 
scarlet fever 54. The deaths from typhoid were not as frequent during 1888 as in 
either of the four previous years, still their number is sufficiently large to form a 
erave cause of alarm. The deaths numbered 182, or 9 less than in 1887. Of 
the number dying from this cause, 50 were residents of the city and 132 of the 
suburbs. The loss of life occasioned by typhoid during the last ten years has 
amounted to 1,738, as will be seen from the following figures :—

Judging from the cases treated in the hospitals it may be assumed that about 
15 deaths occur in every hundred cases, so that there were probably not less than 
1,200 cases of typhoid in the metropolis during the year; this means that in 
addition to those who died, over a thousand persons have passed through a long 
and painful illness which may render many of them susceptible of both mental and 
physical evils, for it is acknowledged that the after effects of typhoid are often 
very severe. Almost all authorities are agreed that typhoid has no spontaneous 
origin, but that its propagation is due to defective sanitary arrangements, 
especially defective sewerage; hence the advisability of taking ail possible steps 
to ward off such diseases which are acknowledged to be preventible. Serious 
as the scourge of typhoid is in the metropolis here, however, it occasions creater 
ravages in Melbourne, the capital of Victoria; there the number of eases reported 
during the year 1888 was 1,620, while the fatal cases numbered 423, and the 
number of cases reported in 1887 was 2,167 and the deaths 4.77.

Diarrhceal diseases were very prevalent during the warm weather, and carried off 
victims to the number of 429, the majority being children ; 126 persons died in 
the city, of whom 110 were under and 16 above 5 years of age; while 303, of 
whom 271 were under and 32 over that age died in tbe suburbs. On tke whole 


the deaths from specific febrile or zymotic diseases numbered 1,052, of which 718 
were of children under 5 years of age. 


The most prominent cause of death in the constitutional class, and indeed the 
disease to which the greatest number succumbed was phthisis, the total number of 
its victims during the year being 561, or 190 in the city and 371 in the suburbs. 
These deaths appear to be pretty evenly distributed, in proportion to population, 
over the city and suburbs with the exception of North Shore, in which district 
there were very few cases. There were 65 deaths of child-bearing women during 
the year, viz. :—15 in Sydney and 50 in the suburbs. If these figures are com- 
pared with the birth record it will be found that in the city one death of a mother 
took place to every 251 births registered, while in the suburbs the mortality was 
much heavier, one mother in every 199 not surviving the ordeal; the mean for the 
metropolis was one death of a mother to every 211 births. 


VIOLENT DEATHS. 


The city presents a considerably heavier record of violent deaths than the 
suburbs, with a total of 281, as against 159. This difference, however, is in a 
great measure accounted for by the fact that the Sydney Hospital is within the 
bounds of the city, and many persons, sustaining injuries which ultimately prove 
fatal, are there received from all parts of the metropolis. The city being the 
centre of business, and consequently the scene of greater activity, is also a reason 
for the greater number of accidents which occur therein. The violent deaths in 
the city consisted of 158 accidents: fractures and contusicns, 98 ; gunshot, 2 ; 
tetanus, 3; burns, 13; scalds, 1; sunstroke, 2 ; poison, 2 ; drowning, 22 ; suffoca- 
tion, 6; and otherwise, including cases of blood poisoning, umbilical hemorrhage, 
effects of chloroform, &c., 9 ; murder, 7 ; manslaughter, 5; suicides, 84; (7 males 
by shooting ; 8 by cutting throat ; 6 by poison ; 2 by drowning, and 3 by hanging; 
2 females by cutting throat; 4 by poison, and 2 by drowning) ; execution, judicial 
hanging, 1, and violent deaths not classed, 26; (found drowned, 18 ; poison, 3: 
fractures, 4, and suffocation, 1—-all open verdicts). In the suburbs there were 
114 accidents (fractures, &c., 47 ; tetanus, 4; burns, 16; scalds, 1; sunstroke, 5; 
lightning, 2; poison, 4; drowning, 21; suffocation, 8; and otherwise—blood-

There were 2,084 deaths of children under the age of 1 year, being in the pro- 
portion of 152 to every 1,000 births registered. The number in the city was 640, 
and in the suburbs, 1,444. These figures are much higher than in 1887, but with 
the exception of that year, which was a most favourable one, the death-rate of 
infants in proportion to births was lower than for many years, as will be seen on 


reference to the following table :—

The suburbs as a whole appear more favourably that the city, taking into con- 
sideration the much larger number of births in the former, but looking at the 
suburbs separately the death-roll of infants was above the average in Woollahra, 
Waterloo (registry district), Newtown, St. Peters, Camperdown, Macdonaldtown, 
Leichhardt, and Balmain. The high rate for the city is largely influenced by the 
deaths in the Benevolent Asylum, for in that institution while the births for the 
year numbered 257 the deaths of children under 1 numbered 100; omitting these, 
however, from the calculation the deaths in the city under 1 were 153°5 to every 
1,000 births, a rate still in excess of the suburban. This reference to the 
Benevolent Asylum does not imply that 100 out of the 257 children born therein 
died before attaining the age of 1 year. The individual inmates are constantly 
changing, and while many born at the asylum having received the best attention, 
are discharged and go forth to the world, the number remaining at any one time 
is largely composed of children received not only from the city but from the 
suburbs and country districts, some of whom are in the last stages through disease 
and neglect, and so the death-roll of the institution is augmented.

In the city, therefore, the number of deaths of children under 5 years of age was 
42°21 per cent. of the total, or considerably less than half; whereas in the suburbs 
the infantile mortality was 51°82 per cent., or more than half the total deaths. 
The apparently great superiority of the city over the suburbs is not, however, borne 
out by careful comparison. Two important elements must be taken into considera- 
tion besides the actual number of deaths; these are the high birth-rate of the 
suburbs compared with the city, and the larger proportion of young children who 
reside therein. When allowance is made on this score the comparison for 1888, 
though still slightly adverse to the suburbs. shows that the death-rates were nearly 
equal. In the following table are given the deaths of children under 5 years of 
age, together with the death-rates estimated on the total number of children living 
during each year since 1878, from which it is manifest that the rate for 1888, 
though not equal to that of 1887, compares favourably with the other years :—

As has been pomted out im previous reports, the total mortality is usually 
heavier during the summer than in the winter months, and 1888 forms no excep- 
tion to the rule.

Zymotic diseases generally, and especially those under the diarrhceal division 
are usually more prevalent during the warm weather. Deaths from digestive 
diseases (enteritis, &c.), are also more numerous in summer.: To many of these 
maladies young children are very susceptible, and the infantile mortality was 
ereatest during the first and last quarters of the year. Diseases of the respiratory 
system (bronchitis, pneumonia, &c.), carry off the greater number during the 
winter, and the deaths from these diseases were most numerous from May to 
August. Phthisis, to which more deaths are ascribed than to any other single 
cause, was not affected to sucha large extent by the seasons; the deaths were 
slightly more numerous in February, April, May, June, August, and September, 
but on the whole were fairly evenly distributed throughout the year. The following 
figures show the numbers of deaths of persons under and over 5 years of age 
during each quarter of the year, the most marked feature being the -extremely 
favourable conditions for infantile life obtaining in the September quarter, as 
compared with the rest of the year.

In the table giving the births and deaths in each of the chief cities of Austral- 
asia, it will be found that the birth-rate in Sydney was higher than in Melbourne, 
Adelaide, Hobart, Wellington, and Perth, and was only exceeded in Brisbane, 
while the death-rate was lower than in Melbourne, Brisbane, Hobart, and Perth, 
but above that in Adelaide and Wellington. Brisbane with the highest birth-rate 


shows the largest proportion of deaths of young children. 


The natural increase 


to the population by the excess of births over deaths, was greatest in Sydney 


numerically; but in proportion to population the increase in Brisbane stands first.

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METEOROLOGY. 


Rainfall—tThe total rainfall last year, as recorded at the Sydney Observatory, 
was only 23 inches, which is considerably less than half the average of the pre- 
ceding twenty-nine years (49°86 inches). The number of days on which rain fell 
was 133. The year throughout was very dry with the exception of the last five 
weeks, during which period over 7 inches fell. The following was the amount of 
rain during each of the ten years prior to 1888:—1878, 49? inches; 1879, 63 
inches ; 1880, 294 inches; 1881, 40 inches; 1882, 421 inches ; 1883, 47 inches; 
1884, 44 inches ; 1885, 40 inches ; 1886, 393 inches ; and 1887, 60 inches. From 
which it is apparent that the two unusually wet years 1879 and 1887 were 
immediately followed by very dry ones. 


Lightning was seen on thirty-nine days. 


Temperature.—The highest reading of the thermometer was 98-2 on the 18th 
January, and the lowest was 38'9 on the 6th August. The highest average tem- 
perature was during the months of January, February, and December, and it is 
noteworthy that deaths were most numerous during these months. On the other 
hand the temperature was lowest in June, July, and August, with a corresponding 
low rate of mortality. The mean summer temperature was 70°9, and the winter 
54:5, 


Barometer.—The readings of the barometer were highest during April, the mean 
for that month being 30°281, and lowest in January with a mean of 29-932. 
Mean for the twelve months 80°086.
